A look at Wilmington of yesteryear... 
Big turnout for the Tweed reunion 


By LARZ F. NEILSON 

WILMINGTON - The name 
Tweed has disappeared entirely 
from Wilmington. In the early 
1800s, a family named Tweed 
lived on Ballardvale Street. 
Their home was said to be the 
oldest house in North 
Wilmington, dating from 1685 

On June 17, 1887, the descen- 
dants of the Tweeds held a 
reunion at Foster’s Pond in 
Andover, near the Wilmington 
town line. The list of relatives 
ran to 93 people, with another 
28 invited guests. The family 
names included some of 
Wilmington’s oldest: Harnden, 
Buck, Jones, Walker, Abbott. 

James Tweed was born in 
Burlington on May 19, 1771. As 
@ young man, he went to work 
on a farm in Wilmington owned 
by Major Jaquith, later by 
Sewall Buck. He was paid $10 a 
month. He became engaged to 
Abigail Carter. That marriage 
was not to be, for she died dur- 
ing the days of her betrothal. 
James Tweed’s fourth child was 
named for her. 

While working on the Jaquith 
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farm, he met Sally Gibson, a 
girl from Lunenberg, who 
worked there as a house-girl or 
domestic. They were married in 
1798. About the same time, they 
were able to purchase a farm in 
North Wilmington. The home- 
stead was at a curve on 
Ballardvale Street. Today, even 
the curve is gone, but the site 
would be opposite the stub of 
Olde Ballardvale Street, about 
a quarter-mile north of Route 
13. 

The house, known as the 
Tweed-Manning house, was 
destroyed in 1966 during an 
arson spree in which 
Wilmington lost many old hous- 
es and barns. 

James and Sally Tweed had 
nine children, five sons and 
four daughters, born between 
1798 and 1817. The oldest was 
Sally, born Jan. 13, 1798, who 
married Joseph Buck. Next 
was James, born Aug. 27, 1800, 
who married Sarah Harnden; 
Nancy, born May 27, 1802, mar- 
ried Samuel Harnden, Jr; 


Abigail, born Feb. 21, 1804, 
married Benjamin Walker; 
Samuel, born April 7, 1806, 
married Mary Winchester; 
Timothy Gibson, born Nov. 21, 
1808; Mary, born Jan. 10, 1811, 


married --- Jones; Charles, 
born March 21, 1813; and 
Emmons, born July 23, 1817. 
They all'lived to adulthood, but 
by the time of the 1887 reunion, 
only two were left. Mary Jones, 
then living in Stoneham, was 
present for the reunion. She 
died in 1896. 

Of the nine Tweed children, 
only Nancy Harnden spent her 
entire life in Wilmington. She 
died in 1885. 

The reunion was organized by 
the Tweed’s grandchildren 
Thomas Jones and Charles 
Buck, both of Stoneham, 
Gilman Harnden of. Lawrence, 
and T.G. Tweed and Benjamin 
Walker, both of Lowell. Walker 
was descended from Capt. 
Timothy Walker, who com- 
manded one of Wilmington’s 
Minuteman companies at 
Concord on April 19, 1775. 

Walker prepared an address, 
which was then printed in a 
commemorative booklet of 32 
pages, listing the members of 
the family, and those present 
for the reunion. Walker’s 
address gives some idea of 
what life was like for a farm 
family in the early Nineteenth 
Century. 

“I can vividly see the mem-

which dainty and loving hands 
had provided. Thus passed the 
days and seasons here, and 
here for 33 years did this happy 
family dwell.” 

At the time, Wilmington was 
the center of hop culture in the 
entire U.S. 

James and Sally Tweed 
moved to Lunenburg in 1831 to 
care for her father, Timothy 
Gibson. The couple remained 
at the Gibson farm after Mr. 
Gibson's death. 

The old Tweed farm was sold 
to Levi Manning. After that 
time, it was known as the

Questions surrounding 
Billerica power plant 


Dear Editor, 

Some might ask, "What bene- 
fit would come from building a 
power plant in North 
Billerica?" $1.5 million a year 
to the town of Billerica, a cou- 
ple hundred jobs (for the dura- 
tion of construction), and of 
course, a big profit for DG 
Clean Power. 

And some others might ask, 
"At what cost will these bene- 
fits be realized?" Decreased 
air quality, potential for water 
supply contamination, traffic 

- and safety concerns, the health 
of our children and the elderly, 
emergency response plans 
needed from towns who don't 
have the money to fund them, 
among others.

Woburn feels like home to him these days 


Multiplicity of efforts emanate from Woburn offices

WOBURN - District Attorney 
Gerry Leone is no stranger to 
Woburn these days! 

At one time, the Middlesex 
District Attorney and 
Cambridge were almost syn- 
onymous, but now with the 
Middlesex Superior Court mov- 
ing to Woburn to 
Commonwealth Avenue (off 
Commerce Way), D.A Leone is 

pending most of his time 
there, 

On Tuesday, one could run 
into him at Woburn Memorial 
ILS. or the Holiday Inn Select. 
People have talked with him at 
Joe's American Bar and Grille 
on Mishawum Road. 

It's a bit of a haul from 
Hopkinton to Woburn every day

“Cambridge is no longer the 
hub of Middlesea County,” he 
exclaimed at a noontime lun- 
cheon of the Woburn Rotary 
Club. “Woburn is the hub.” 

In fact, Leone likes the new 


digs so much he’s taken out a 
10-year lease at the 
Commonwealth Avenue site in 
Woburn. He held an Open 
House there this week as well, 
as he acquaints many area offi- 
cials and court types to his new 
offices. 

A standard hallmark of Leone 
is this ability to communicate 
and to reach out to individuals 
and groups be it victims, the 
elderly, the instruction for the 
young or whatever it takes to 
assist society in a more orderly 
progression of events to the 
next day, next week, or next 
year. 

He zeroes in on grassroots 
roups to take the message for- 
ward and there will always be 
an advocate in the D.A.’s office 
to assist, he tells people and 
groups as he meets them. 

He even finds time himself to 
be involved in the federal 
Homeland Security program, 
where he pointed out training 
and being alert can pay great 
dividends in the long run if the 
consciousness of everyone from 
police to the everyday citizen is 
raised to an alert level.

Wilmington line, Leone is 
thrilled to have escaped the 
asbestos-ridden, multi-climates 
of the old Middlesex courthouse 
in Cambridge. 

“We've gotten out of the 
mold,” he smiles. “It was a hor- 
rible, old building in 
Cambridge.” 

At a young age, Leone, the son 
of the football coach, saw him- 
self going into coaching. 
However, he was quick to point 
out, a trip to Suffolk Law 
School, stints in the D.A’s 
office and U.S. Attorney's 
Office in the 1990’s put him in 
line to run for D.A. Martha 
Coakley’s seat in 2005 and the 
win put him in office in 2006.

like followed him to Woburn, 
He cites his close relationship 
with Woburn MHS Principal 
Robert Norton - an educator, 
organizer and national sports- 
caster - as just how a multi- 
plicity of modus operandi can 
get a job done.

He then moved to the town of 
Franklin and was a successful 
athlete, graduating from 
Franklin High School; attend- 
ing Phillips Andover Academy 
for a post-graduate year; and 
then graduating from Harvard 
University and Suffolk Law 
School. 

He now lives in Hopkinton 
with his wife, Wendy. They are 
the proud parents of two chil- 
dren, Julianna, 10, and Tommy, 
8, who attend Hopkinton public 
schools. 

His introductions —_ and 
resumes note he was a sea- 
soned and _highly-successful 
prosecutor, who has devoted his 
career “to protecting the fami- 
lies of Massachusetts, fighting 
to bring justice to victims of 
crimes, and working to imple- 


ment innovative programs to 
prevent youth violence and 
deter crime.” 

He has prosecuted significant 
state and federal criminal 
cases, drawing local, national 
and international attention to 
crimes involving abuse of 
women and children, terrorism 
and public corruption. 

He talks of his “steadfast 
determination to represent the 
public and fight for victims.” 
-Leonehas earned hundreds of 
convictions, some of the most 
notable being the first admitted 
Al Qaeda terrorist in U.S. histo- 
ry, “Shoe Bomber” Richard 
Reid, who attempted to blow up 
a plane with 180 passengers;

MEMA warns of lightning’s dangers 


FRAMINGHAM - Thunder- 
storms are very common in the 
Spring and Summer months, 
and despite their small size, in 
comparison to hurricanes and 
blizzards, all thunderstorms 
are potentially dangerous. 

“Every thunderstorm pro- 
duces lightning and has the 
potential to produce associated 
dangers such as tornadoes, 
destructive winds, hail and 
flash flooding,” stated 
Massachusetts § Emergency 
Management Agency (MEMA) 
Director Don Boyce. “As we 
have witnessed, lightning 
strikes, throughout Massachu- 
setts, have proven deadly, rein- 
forcing the fact that the threat 
of a thunderstorm must be 
taken seriously.” 

Of the estimated 100,000 thun- 
derstorms each year in the 
U.S., about 10% are classified 
as severe, meaning they pro- 
duce hail, at least 1/4” in diam- 
eter, have winds of 58mph or 
higher, or produce a tornado. 

MEMA offers thunderstorm, 
and more particularly, light- 
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ning safety tips: 

Before the Thunderstorm 

+ Know the terms used by 
weather forecasters 

1. Severe Thunderstorm 


Watch - Tells where and when: 


severe thunderstorms are likely 
to occur. ‘Watch the sky and 
stay tuned the Media. 

2. Severe Thunderstorm 
Warning - Issued when severe 
weather has been reported by 
spotters or indicated on radar. 
Warnings indicate imminent 
danger to life and property to 
those in the path of the storm. 

Before a thunderstorm 
strikes, keep an eye on the sky. 
Look for darkening skies, flash- 
es of light, or increasing wind. 

+ If you can hear thunder, you 
are close enough to the storm 
to be affected by lightning, and 
should go inside to safe shelter 
immediately. 

+ Thunderstorms can occur 
singly, in clusters or in lines. 
The typical thunderstorm is 15 
miles in diameter, producing 
heavy rain for a brief period 
from 30 to 60 minutes. 


When a_ thunderstorm 
approaches, secure outdoor 
objects that could be blown 
away or cause damage, Shutter 
windows, if possible, and secure 
outside doors, 

+ Remember that lightning 
can strike up to 10 miles ahead 
of or after the arrival of the 
storm. Listen to weather fore- 
casts on NOAA Weather Radio, 
or to local radio and television 
stations for the latest informa- 
tion. In general, lightning will 
travel the easiest route from 
the clouds to the ground, which 
means it often strikes the 
tallest object 

- During this season people 
are taking part in activities 
that plaee them in locations 
most vulnerable to being struck 
by lightning, such as on golf 
courses, ball fields, beaches 
and large bodies of water. In 
the U.S., an average of 300 peo- 
ple are injured’ and 80 killed 
each year by lightning, which is 
more than tornadoes or hurri- 
canes,

- If you are caught outside 
during a thunderstorm, you 
should protect yourself from 
lightning by going to a low- 
lying, open place away from 
trees, poles or metal object, 
which can serve as a natural 
lightning rod. (Make sure the 
place you pick is not subject to 
flooding) 

- Make yourself the smallest 
target possible by squatting low 
to the ground and by placing 
your hands on your knees with 
your head between them. Be as 
low to the ground as possible, 
with as little of your body 
touching the groun 
ble. (Don't lie flat; 
make you a larger target!) 

+ Do not stand on a hilltop, in 
an open field, on a beach or in 
a boat on the water. 

- If boating, or swimming, get 
to land immediately. 

Avoid isolated sheds or 
small structures in open areas. 

+ Get away from anything 
metal such as tractors, farm 


equipment, motorcye! golf 
carts, golf clubs, bicycles, wire

paths that could carry lightning 
to you from a distance. 

+ Ina forest, seek shelter in a 
low area under a growth of 
smaller trees, 

+ If indoors, avoid metallic 
objects and fixtures. 

+ Avoid showering or bathing. 
Plumbing and’ bathroom fix- 
tures can conduct electricity. 

+ Avoid using a corded tele- 
phone, except for emergencies. 
Cordless or cellular telephones 
are safe to use. 

Unplug appliances and 
other electrical items such as 
computers. Turn off air condi- 
tioners. Power surges from 
lightning can cause serious 
damage. 

+ Use your battery operated 
NOAA Weather Radio for 
updates from local officials. 

+ Note that rubber-soled shoes 
and rubber tires provide NO 
protection from lightning. 


However, the steel frame of a 
hard-topped vehicle provides 
increased protection, if you are 
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not touching metal. Although 
you may be injured if lightning 
strikes you car, you are much 
safer inside a vehicle than ott. 
side. 

The Massachusetts Emerg- 
ency Management Agency 
(MEMA) is the state agency 
responsible for coordinating 
federal, state; local, voluntary 
and private resources during 
emergencies and disasters in

Rumors continue to swirl in Middlesex League 


By JOE HAGGERTY 


While nothing is even close to 
set in stone, the ten-school 
Middlesex League could be 
headed toward expansion with- 
in the next three years. 

A majority of ML Athletic 
Directors and high school prin- 
cipals voted last week to fur- 
ther explore options of expand- 
ing the league, and the next 
step will be placing a notifica- 
tion on the MIAA web site that 
the league is seeking out addi- 
tional towns for potential 
expansion. 

League expansion would then 
result in a tiering system that 
would create a Small 
Conference/Large Conference 
set-up in the Middlesex 
- a scenario that completely 
hinges on unanimous support 
from each school within the 
league. 

The league plans to conduct 
the search in a confidential 
manner and several AD’s were 
curious which schools will step 
forward and voice interest in 
joining the league. The move 
toward expansion, something 
that many dedicated Middlesex 
League followers are dead-set 
against and feel would irrevo- 
cably alter the historical athlet- 
ic league, would obviously be 
the first domino to fall in a per- 
manent league transformation. 

“In my mind it really comes 
down to it being a competitive 
issue and a sportsmanship 
issue where there is an imbal- 
ance in so many sports in the 
league,” said Watertown AD 
Mike Lahiff, who along with 
Wakefield AD Mike Boyages 
and Belmont High Principal 
Michael Harvey served on a 
sub-committee that made rec- 
ommendations to the entire 
board yesterday afternoon. “I 
don’t feel like this is a 
Watertown issue, and I really 
feel like this is a league-wide 
issue. We have our sports like 
boys’ basketball right now 
that’s enjoying success, but it’s 
clear to me there’s a divide 
within the league because of 
the huge difference in enroll- 
ment numbers among many of 
the schools.” 

The Red Raiders were forced 
to drop their football program 
out of the Middlesex League 
over the last few seasons and 
also removed their softball pro- 
gram from the league - a pair 
of moves forced by participa- 
tion and a clear level of differ- 
ence in the competition 
between larger schools like 
Lexington, Woburn and 
Reading and smaller programs 
like Watertown and Stoneham. 


“I have to commend the other 
AD’s and principals for coming 
to a meeting like this with an 
open mind because I really felt 
like everyone was listening to 
what was being said,” added 
Lahiff, who said that many of 
the individual coaches within 
the league were in favor of 
expanding and tiering the 
league because of the competi- 
tive options’ that would be at 
each individual team’s dispos- 
al. “There are obviously some 
schools that are having pretty 
good success right now, and 
there aren’t that many immedi- 
ate reasons for then to make a 
change. It’s a tough sell, but I 
really feel like this is a direc- 
tion that the rest of Eastern 
Massachusetts high schools 
sports are headed toward.” 

For his part, Stoneham AD 
Dave Pignone doesn’t see the 
competitive challenges ever 
precluding the Spartans from 
competing in the Middlesex 


“No matter happens, you 
won’t see Stoneham asking out 
of the Middlesex League,” said 
Pignone. “It's not going to hap- 
pen overnight, but I know that 
we can be competitive in a lot 
of different sports. I'm a big 
believer in the rivalries with 
the other towns in the league. 

“It could help us if they found 
two towns in the 800 or 900 stu- 
dent enrollment at their high 
schools, but there just aren’t a 
lot of them in the area,” added 
Pignone. “It’s a challenge. I 
think we're all willing to see 
what kind of interest we 
receive.” 

Lahiff pointed to current 
Concord-Carlisle Athletic 
Director Barry Haley as a per- 
fect example of what he’s try- 
ing to do, as the former 
Wakefield AD was never in 
favor of tiering when he was in 
the Middlesex League - but 
changed his mind when he left 
the ML and saw the way the 
system seemed to be working in 
the Dual County League. 

If the Middlesex League did 
adopt two more high schools 
into their prestigious league, it 
would be the first step in the 
tiering process - but it’s impor- 
tant to keep in mind that each 
principal/athletic director 
would have to be on board to 
make the change. 

Speculation continues to 
mount that both Wilmington 
High School and Tewksbury 
High School would be good fits 
for the Middlesex League given 
the enrollment numbers, the 
strength of their programs, 
their location and the town’s 
demographics - but it’s also 


GBL schools about creating a 
three conference set-up for the 
15 schools involved, but the 
idea wasn't adopted by ML offi- 
cials. 

Middlesex League officials 
were clear, however, in their 


hockey coach Jim Duran. 
“We're obviously doing this to 
try to help out the smaller 
schools like Watertown and 
Stoneham, but how many other 
small schools similar to enroll- 
ment to Watertown are there 
around us. There aren't a lot of 
good matches for that school 
numbers-wise in the area, and 
what kind of good does it do for 
Watertown if we bring in anoth- 
er school with an enrollment 
around 1000 kids. 

“I'm willing to keep an open 
mind about expanding the 
league and tiering, but I also 
think there are a lot of parents 
within my area that enjoy the 
tradition of our league,” added 
Duran. “I want to help our 
league, but you’re almost bring- 
ing down some of the other 
schools that would drop down 
into the second small school 
tier.” 

Duran pointed to the come- 
back of the Wakefield High 
hockey program as something 
that wouldn’t have been as like- 
ly if the Warriors athletic pro- 
grams were dropped into a 
small conference league with 
towns like Stoneham, 
Watertown, Melrose and 
Winchester. 

“Kids wouldn’t have chosen 
Wakefield over Malden Catholic 
if the hockey program was in 
the small conference tier and 
you were playing Watertown 
and Stoneham twice a season,” 
said Duran. “And that doesn’t 
even take into account the cost 
of bussing kids all over the 
place and the scheduling diffi- 
culties associated when you 
start talking about tiering.” 


Ivy Co, the girls tennis team, and all of the other WHS Athletic Programs, could be competing in 


the Middlesex League. 


Dividing up into two confer- 
ences would also have key ben- 
efits that could aid certain 
hockey and football programs 
within the league: the 
Middlesex League could poten- 
tially claim two Super Bowl 
bids with two six-team confer- 
ences and stand-out programs 
like the Reading High hockey 
team would have more freedom 
to schedule non-league games 
against top-notch competition 
like the Catholic Conference. 

ML observers paint Reading 
High AD Phil Vaccaro as one of 
the staunchest opponents to 
expanding the league, but he - 
like Duran - was more than 
willing to listen to potential 
options for league expansion. 
There is a great deal of skepti- 
cism, however, that there isn’t 
that much - including expan- 
sion and tiering - that the 10 
different schools within the 
league will ever agree on and 


unanimously vote on. 

“There is no guarantee of 
expansion and there’s no guar- 
antee that there will be tier- 
ing,” said Vaccaro. “This is just 
something we're interested in 
exploring to see if it can help 
out the overall health of the 
league. I can’t say that all 26 
teams at Reading High should 
be league champs, but we're 
always trying to be competitive 
and striving to get better. 

“We want to live in an ideal 
world where there’s a perfect 
solution for everybody within 
the league, but we also need to 
be practical about what’s out 
there,” added Vaccaro. “We're 
going to keep an open mind and 
respect the process, but my 
first responsibility is to 
Reading High School and my 
second responsibility is to the 
Middlesex League.” 

Both Duran and Vaccaro 
pointed to the success that

many of the different schools 
within the Middlesex League 
enjoyed in different sports this 
season, with eight different 
schools gaining league champi- 
onships in the 26 different 
sports offered to the student 
body. 

“For years our girls basket- 
ball team struggled, but we’ve 
been good the last couple of 
years and next year we'll prob- 
ably be good. After that who 
knows?” said Vaccaro. “We also 
had a softball team that made 
it to the semi-finals after strug- 
gling through a 10-10 season. 
We're talking about 16-year- 
olds where anything can hap- 
pen on the court and in the 
fields, and everything really 
goes in cycles within the 
league. We're not talking about 
who’s right, we're talking about 
what's right [for the league].” 


Boys Track team rallies behind fallen North Andover track star

The Wilmington High boys 
track team had an outstanding 
season this Spring, posting a 9- 
1 regular season record and 
winning the Division 3 State 
Championship Meet. As it 
turns out, however, their best 
efforts of the season did not 
come on the track at all. While 
the Wildcats dominated their 
opponents for much of the sea- 
son on the track, their best 
moves actually came while sup- 

porting an opponent. 
On Monday, April 14, North 


Andover High star senior Alex 
Farese collapsed after complet- 
ing his 400 meter race against 
Hamilton-Wenham, suffering 
from heart failure. The 17 year 
old never regained conscious- 
ness and after a spending a 
week at Tufts Medical Center 
Floating Hospital for Children, 
the young man, who was a co- 
captain for North~ Andover, 
finally succumbed to his previ- 
ously undiagnosed heart defect 
and passed away on April 21 
This is where the Wildcats 
stepped up and showed that not 
only were they a great rack 


team, but a great group of 
young men as well. 

The next day, dwing April 
vacation, members of the track 
team, upon hearing that the 
North Andover team was tak- 
ing part in a two mile walk on 
their track in memory of 
Farese, made a request to their 
coaches that they attend the 
walk as well to show their sup- 
port for Farese and North 
Andover. They joined the mem- 
bers of the North Andover team 
twice that week, and helped 
spread the word to the rest of 
the league, so that by the end of 


the week every team was rep- 
resented for the walk. 

Wilmington assistant coach 
Joe Martiniello was instrumen- 
tal in the team’s support of 
North Andover, and pointed out 
that the team’s support for 
Farese and North Andover 
actually began immediately 
after hearing the news of his 
collapse. 

“We had a big win against 
Masco the same day as their 
meet against Hamilton- 
Wenham, but then we started 
getting calls about Alex and the 
kids immediately turned from 


a joyous occasion to concern,” 
Martiniello said. “The kids 
wanted to know what they 
could do, and they sent flowers 
to the hospital and continued to 
check on how he was doing.” 

In addition to showing their 
own support, the Wildcats, 
along with athletes from 
Hamilton-Wenham and North 
Andover helped get others in 
the league involved. 

“The kids spread the news to 
the rest of the league and it was 
such a powerful message that 
the next day the whole league 
was represented at the walk,” 


Martiniello said. “Tom Barry 
and Nate Clarkin were espe- 
cially instrumental in getting 
everybody involved.” 

The Wildcats support did not 
end there, as the seniors and 
captains on the-team attended 
Farese’s wake and also began a 
fundraiser where they ordered 
wristbands and sold them at 
the CAL Meet and at 
Wilmington High to raise 
money for a scholarship estab- 
lished in Farese’s name.

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work best for her because it did 
not involve thinking and it took 
all her thoughts away from the 
high jump. 

“The training I did (the week 
leading up to the meet) was 
very interesting,” said Baima 
jokingly. “I was out of town for 
Monday and Tuesday, so my 
practice those days was swim- 
ming in the Cape Cod waters.

Since coming back 
With one regular season meet 
left on the schedule, Judge 
ist wrapped up her senior spring

“ Invitational, a MVC , a 


Division 2 State and an All- 
State Championship, and then 
finishing second in New 
England and in a tie for fourth 
at the National Meet. 

“It was obviously tough. to sit 
out (with the injury),” said 
Judge. “And not being able to 
help out my team in a physical 
way. But the injury is some- 
thing I've learned from. It 
tested my patience and I think 
I grew as an athlete, especial- 
ly mentally. I was able to 
improve on that, and I think 
(working through the injury) 
will help me next year. I think 
good things happen in every- 
thing, and getting through the 
injury is a good thing.” 

Judge had a long list of peo- 
ple to thank for her illustrious 
career, but one for sure is Lou 
Corio and his staff at 
‘Tewksbury Physical Therapy. 

“He helped me so much,” she 
said. “Not just him but his 
entire team. Everyone there 
was so helpful. They knew 
what my goals were and they 
kept me grounded so I could 
maintain the right perspec- 
tive. They’re just all so good 
and just so professional.” 

Added Molloy: “Lou gave 
Kristen the physical therapy 
necessary to heal for good. 
The goal wasn't ‘get better 
and get out there’, rather the 
goal was ‘get better forever’. 
We all knew she was going to 
jump in college, so we just 
wanted her foot to heal so that 
she didn't have to deal with 
this in college. To be honest, 
at the beginning of the season, 
we didn't know if Kristen 
would even jump in competi- 
tion. With out Lou's expertise 
and keen sense of what was 
best for Kristen, a lot of this 
might not be possible.” 

Judge arrived in NC with her 
teammates, coaches and fami- 
ly members on Thursday. The 
competition started on Friday, 
and before Judge started with 
the high jumps, she watched 
the 4x800 relay team of Nicole 


Skotz, Leanne Tucker, Ashley 
Toland and her sister, Kari 
Judge, break a school record 
and finish first in their heat, 
which was followed by Evan 
White, who also broke a school 
record in the 100 meters. 

“That was awesome.” she 
said of the 4x800 relay team 
and White breaking school 
records. “Being around them, 
and watching them in that 
kind of environment definitely 
made it better and so exciting. 
I didn’t think (the 4x800 relay 
team) expected to win it so 
that made it even more excit- 
ing to watch. My sister did 
really well. She ran a great leg 
and cut down a lot of the gap. 
So did Leanne Tucker. All four 
of them ran so amazing and it 
was definitely a team effort. It 
was so cool to watch them, 
and I'm so happy for all of 
them.” 

Kristen said that perfor- 
mance, as well as White's real- 
ly got her adrenaline flowing. 

“L was so excited to be able to 
compete in such a good envi- 
ronment on a national level 
with so many talented people 
and do so well,” she said. “I 
went into the meet with a dif- 
ferent feeling knowing this 
would be my last high school 
meet. I tried to keep that out 
of my mind as much as | cowld 
and I just tried my best.”

their bills than in years past 

“It’s not a good situation out 
there,” said RMLD Customer 
Service Representative Laurie 
Cavagnaro, “People are dealing 
with the high price of oil, and 
other costs are rising as well, 
and the bills they put off paying 
are the utility bills.” 

“We are hearing from a lot of 
people,” said Karen Pierce, a 
Customer Service 
Representative for WMGLD. 
“People who are out of a job, 
out on a disability, living on a 
fixed income who say they just 
can’t pay, and are ‘dealing with 
the high price of oil.” 

The problem has hit home- 
owners across the state, not just 
in the Middlesex East area. 
According to a survey done by 
the National Energy Assistance 
Directors Association, the num- 
ber of households in 
Massachusetts that are in 
arrears regarding utility bills 
this year has hit 100,000, up five 
percent over last year. 

Forced to find ways to cover 
unanticipated increases in 
costs, some homeowners are 
picking and choosing which 
bills they pay from month to

month - and typically, the one 
that gets left unpaid is the elec- 
tric bill. 

Part of the reason the elec- 
tric bill goes unpaid is due to a 
moratorium placed on utility 
shutoffs during the colder 
months of the year. 

During the winter months, 
usually from November 15 to 
March 15 (though due to the 
harsh nature of this past,winter, 
the moratorium was extended 
to May 1, 2008), gas and electric 
companies cannot shut off your 
supply of heating fuel. Also, 
they cannot shut off a utility 
that you need to run your heat- 
ing system. 

For example, if you have a 
gas furnace with an electric 
switch that turns the furnace on 
and off, your gas company can- 
not shut off your service 
because gas is your heating 
fuel, and your electric company 
cannot shut off your service 
because you need electricity to 
run your furnace. 

There are no protections for 
people who heat with delivered 
fuels such as oil, wood or 
propane. Also, the winter mora- 
torium does not protect utilities 
not needed for heating. 

“We're finding that people 
are prioritizing, and unfortu- 
nately the bill that is put off are 
the utility bills,” said 
Cavagnaro. 

WMGLD has the ability to 
take out a lien (a legal claim 
against an asset which is used 
to secure a loan and which must 
be paid when the property is 
sold) against homeowners who 
fall very far behind on their 
payments, a process that the 
utility has had to employ far 
more in recent months than in 
prior years. 

“On average, in a typical 
year we may secure 20 liens,” 
said Pierce. “In Fiscal Year 
2008, we had 98 liens. And so far 
in Fiscal Year 2009, we have 255 
liens. That shows you the 
amount of people-who are 
putting off paying their electric 
bills. The numbers we are look- 
ing at are so much higher this 
year.” 

The problem isn’t just hit- 
ting homeowners in the 
Northeast hard (though the 
region’s harsh winters do typi- 
cally cause residents to spend 
more on home heating costs 
than in other regions of the

reported an increase in people 
unable to pay their monthly 
bills. 

In Pennsylvania, electric, 
gas and water terminations are 
way up this year - 51 percent 
statewide - according to a 
recent report by the 
Pennsylvania Public Utility 
Commission, which regulates 
that state's utilities. There were 
increases in terminations for all 
of the state's major electric 
companies from April 2007 to 
April 2008, according to the 
PUC report. 

Peco, which serves 1.6 mil- 
lion electric customers and 
480,000 natural gas customers, 
saw terminations spike 55 per- 
cent. 

New Jersey. is also seeing 
historic increases in the num- 
ber of customers experiencing 
high energy costs and shutoffs. 

Electric shutoffs went from 
146,578 in 2004 to 175,581 last 
year, according to the New 
Jersey Board of Public Utilities, 
which regulates the state's util- 
ities. Gas terminations shot up 
from 17,638 in 2004 to 20,316 last 
year. 

PSE&G of Newark, which 
services about 1.6 million gas 
and 1.9 million electric cus- 
tomers in New Jersey, saw ter- 
minations go from 24,400 in the 
first quarter of 2007 to 26,200 for 
the first quarter of 2008, an 
increase of 1,800 cases. 

The National Energy 
Assistance Directors’ 
Association, which represents 
the state officials that adminis- 
ter the federal low-income ener- 
gy assistance program, has 
compiled some early data show- 
ing more households have fallen 
behind in utility payments this

According to a release on the 
study, an estimated 15.6 million 
households owed almost $5 bil- 
lion as of March 31, 2008, an 
increase of almost $640 million 
or 9.5% over the comparable 
period in 2007. The average 
amount owed is $318 up from 
$303 in 2007, Approximately 
14.8% of all households are at 
least 30 days behind in the utili- 
ty bill payments, up from 13.5% 
last year.

As an admitted fan of the 
original “Get Smart,” a 1960s 
television series that sati- 
rized the espionage genre 
(which this reviewer saw in 
reruns during the late 1970s), 
I am probably not the best 
person in the world to write a 
review on the film adaptation 
of the same name. 

The show starred Don 
Adams as the bungling yet 
somewhat competent secret 
agent Maxwell Smart, and 
producers or whoever decid- 
ed to cast Steve Carell as the 
next Maxwell Smart couldn't 
have made a better choice. 
Carell, who is most famous 
for his fatuous Michael Scott 
character on TV's “The 
Office,” is a box office draw 
when it comes to the younger 
generation and just his name 
alone should get a whole new 
audience excited to see the 
next Maxwell Smart adven- 
ture. 

Plus, his biggest strength 
as an actor is playing some- 
one who is completely inept 
and oblivious to everything

Later, when the film 
unleashes the Hulk's full fury, 
we see the special effects 
have improved dramatically 
since 2003, The Hulk has a 
look and looks lifelike, better 
than anything we saw in the 
first movie. It often feels like 
you're looking at something 
that's really there instead of 
a computer creation.

“Before you toss those 
expired medications, think 
about where they’re headed,” 
notes the Reading edition of 
the "Daily Times Chronicle." 

“While conventional wis- 
dom has long dictated that 
old pills and potions be 
flushed’ down the toilet, 
recent news reports that 
detectable levels of medica- 
tions are turning up in 
groundwater have raised 
awareness that nothing truly 
ever goes down the drain. 

“In response to concerns 
about protecting _local 
groundwater, the Town of 
Reading is spearheading an 
effort to keep the environ- 
ment free of prescription 
medications. Public Health 
Nurse Leslie Carabello 
recently announced a part- 
nership unique to the region 
in which the Reading Health 
Division has partnered with 
Walgreens Pharmacy to dis- 
pose of expired medications 
in a safe and environmental- 
ly friendly manner. 

“The medications are so 
bad for the environment, par- 
ticularly for the critters who 
get into them in our trash; 
Carabello said. ‘There have 
been cases of animals being 
poisoned, and the harmful 
effects have been document- 
ed in marine life, such as in 
the spotted frog’s DNA’ 

“According to recent 
reports, a broad mix of med- 
ications such as anti-cancer 
agents, psychiatric drugs, 
cholesterol-lowering medica- 
tions, and anti-inflammato- 
ries have been turning up in 
treated sewage in the US and 
in Europe. 

“Until recently, govern- 
ment guidelines have called 
for medication users to flush 
pills or crush pills and put 
them in kitty litter or coffee 
grounds for disposal, 
Carabello said, adding, ‘I 
don’t have a cat or drink cof- 
fee, so what am I supposed to 
do? The best way to dispose 
of these medications is to 
incinerate them through the 
pharmacies’ 

“Carabello said she 
approached all of the town 
pharmacies, and only John 
Costigan, a pharmacist at the 
store on Harnden Street, 
agreed to work with her to 
help solve the problem of 
medication disposal. The 
effort was formally launched, 
and now Reading residents 
can bring their unused and 
expired medications to the 
pharmacy for disposal...”
